Crosby 2-D, Noe-5, 
W-470, R.2. 69.28 gn. The PCGS number ending in .97 suggests 
Environmental Damage as the reason, or perhaps one of the 
reasons, that PCGS deemed this coin not gradable. In our opinion, 
this coin has the details of a VF specimen that has environmental 
damage. This slate and charcoal-gray example has clear reverse 
details though the tree is faint, as is the lower left obverse legend. 
Intermittently granular with a few areas of verdigris and a small 
edge flaw at 12 o’clock. The obverse is misaligned toward 7 o’clock.

Noe-34, Ex:Ford 



3002 1652 Pine Tree Threepence AU55 PCGS. Crosby 1-A1, Noe-

appearance. Toned rich gunmetal-gray overall with glimpses of 
lighter tan-gold on the reverse. The centering favors the lower 
reverse and upper obverse, with a few letters on each side partly 
or mostly off the flan. All but the tip of the tree is present. A 
minimally abraded example of this scarce denomination. The 
centers are wavy due to rocker press manufacture.

This example has strong details with the sharpness of 
an AU specimen, exhibiting environmental damage and evidence 
of cleaning. The surfaces are light gray with a number of pits, 
mostly on the obverse. Heavy hairlines are also noted on the 
obverse, while the reverse seems to retain some luster.

PCGS. Newman 2-C; W-8455, R.3. Little evidence exists 
of the history of the Continental Currency coins, although it 
is certain that they were struck in 1776 as the date suggests. 
They were almost certainly produced in New York, and Michael 
Hodder believes they were minted in the late summer, just prior 
the British capture of the city in September. It is thought that 
these pieces were made to replace the paper dollar, and in fact, 
the New York paper money issue of August 13, 1776, omitted 
that denomination. 

Although a few silver and brass impressions are known, 
nearly all surviving examples are pewter pieces. There was 
little silver available for coinage at the time, so most likely the 
pewter pieces were intended as dollar coins, equivalent to the 
Spanish Milled dollar. A proposed copper coinage was also 
rumored, according to an article in the June 27, 1776, issue 
of the New York Journal. The article was part of a “Letter from 
Philadelphia, Dated 25th June 1776:” 

We hear it is proposed, that after three months, the cur¬ 
rency of all Copper Coin made of base metal, or wanting 
in weight, is to be totally suppressed, and that the rest 
is to pass at the rate of 15 for an eighth part of a Dol¬ 
lar. And if it shall appear that there is not a sufficiency 
for common use, that it will be all called in, and a new 
impression struck of Continental Copper Coin, of a 
larger size, twelve of which is to pass for an Eighth of a 
Dollar, after which no other Coppers are to pass current. 

This Choice AU specimen is an outstanding representative 
of the 1776 coinage issue, with medium gray surfaces and lighter 
gray luster in the protected areas. A few scattered marks are 
expected, given the grade and age of this historic piece. A tiny 
planchet crack is noted at 3 o’clock on the obverse and at 7:30 on 
the rotated reverse.

The strike is typical with weakness at the top of 
the head. Faint curved lines on the upper and central obverse are 
as made and were present on the flan prior to the strike.

The hair details show in high 
relief on this distinctive obverse die that was used for three different 
varieties. This obverse was used with three different reverse dies, 
and these High Relief varieties enjoy a separate Guide Book listing. 
While the C-9 is common, the other two varieties from this obverse 
die are rare. The light olive surfaces show delicate gold overtones, 
with scattered surface marks as expected. A few splashes of deeper 
olive appear on the obverse, with mahogany toning on the reverse.

Traces of a 
probable Talbot, Allum & Lee token undertype are faintly visible 
on the obverse margin near 2 o’clock and 7:30. An evenly struck 
tan-brown piece with a hint of granularity and faint marks near 
the C in CENT and the 7 in the date. Our EAC grade Good

1796 Half Cent, VG8 
Rare With Pole C-2, B-2 Variety 



3033 1796 With Pole VG8 PCGS. C-2, B-2, R.4. There are only 
two varieties, and Cohen-2 is easily identified by the pole on the 
obverse. The 1796 half cents are well-known as the rarest in the 
denomination, and when examples cross the auction block they are 
subject to spirited bidding. According to Mint records, only 1,390 
pieces were struck—a diminutive number compared to the six- 
figure mintage of the previous year. 

Deep chocolate-brown patina endows both sides. The surfaces 
have moderate porosity and scattered marks throughout. There 
are several areas of notable softness, namely the LI in LIBERTY, 
the UNI in UNITED, and several letters in HALF CENT. The 
central motif of Liberty, however, is clearly defined. This variety is 
seldom seen in any grade, and this piece will surely be treasured by 
a copper connoisseur.

3.0. This late die state example represents the usual state of these 
dies, with a bulge around the central obverse motif, and extensive 
reverse die cracks. Virtual Mint State sharpness is exhibited on 
both sides of this lovely olive and steel-brown half cent, with strong 
cartwheel luster. A small flaw is noted at the central reverse. Our

3188 1918-S MS65 Red PCGS. The typical Mint State 1918-S cent 
is Brown or Red and Brown, with poorly struck design elements. 
David Lange, in The Complete Guide to Lincoln Cents, states that 
“any fully red coin is a rarity, while fully red and fully struck gems are 
extremely rare.” Only 200 or so Uncirculated 1918-S cents have 
been assigned the fully Red status by PCGS and NGC, but precious 
few of them are at the Gem level. 

The present Red Gem exhibits a better-than-average strike; 
the only noticeable softness appears on the lower right side of the 
right wheat stalk. Lustrous orange-gold color dominates minimally 
abraded surfaces. Some light toning spots are scattered over each 
side.

3189 1919 MS66+ Red PCGS. CAC. This boldly defined and 
highly attractive Premium Gem has frosty orange luster with few 
microscopic fly specks on each side. Destined for a high grade

3190 1919 MS67 Red PCGS. Dazzling cartwheel luster and swaths of 
finest microgranularity enrich both sides of this beautifully struck 
postwar date. A coin with more intense visual appeal would be 
hard to imagine, and in fact PCGS has graded only 15 finer Red 
examples of this date (6/12).(#2515)

3183 1916-D MS64 Red PCGS. CAC. The surfaces are full red overall 
with a slight yellowish tinge on the obverse. The obverse also 
displays a pronounced matte-like finish.

3184 1917 MS66 Red PCGS Secure. CAC. A splash of reddish-gold 
appears on Lincoln’s portrait, with similar toning on the reverse 
of this otherwise brilliant and lustrous orange Premium Gem. 
Rarely are examples found finer, with only 17 higher grade pieces 
appearing in the PCGS Population Report (6/12).(#2497) 

3185 1918 MS66 Red PCGS. The 1918 Lincoln cent was produced in 
large numbers, but few survivors display the sharply detailed design 
elements and lustrous original red surfaces of the present coin. 
PCGS has certified only 14 numerically finer specimens (5/12).

3186 1918 MS66 Red PCGS. Most of the early P-Mint Lincolns 
have high mintages with low survival rates in Gem or finer grades 
with fully brilliant orange luster, and the 1918 is no exception. 
This piece is fully brilliant with bright orange luster and excellent 
design features. PCGS has only certified 14 finer examples (6/12).

3187 1918-D MS65 Red and Brown PCGS. Apple-green dominates 
the obverse while the reverse is primarily ruby-red. Intricately 
struck and essentially mark-free. Encased in an old green label 
holder.

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3191 1919-S MS64 Red PCGS. The 1919-S Lincoln cent is easy to 
locate in lower grades, but sharply detailed specimens with red 
surfaces, like the present coin, are quite challenging. A few traces 
of light brown color can be detected amidst the lustrous original 
red. PCGS has graded only 21 finer coins within the designation 
(5/12).(#2521) 

3192 1920-D MS65 Red PCGS. Satiny luster occupies the smooth, 
unblemished surfaces of this elegant Gem. Original orange-tan color 
is accompanied by faint and slender toning streaks on the reverse, 
and there are a few flyspecks on each side of the piece. In an old green 
label holder. PCGS has graded only seven finer Red pieces (6/12).

3193 1920-D MS65 Red PCGS. Ex: Tom Mershon Collection. A beautiful 
orange-gold Gem of this conditionally scarce branch mint issue. A 
loupe reveals only minor carbon and inconsequential contact. 

Ex: St. Louis Central States (Heritage, 5/2005), lot 5334, which 
realized $1,840. (#2527) 

3194 1920-S MS64 Red PCGS. Bright cartwheel luster and a boldly 
detailed strike distance this piece from others of the date that were 
often carelessly produced from more outworn dies. Here is a San 
Lrancisco coin combining both visual and technical quality. PCGS 
has graded only nine Red coins finer (6/12).(#2530) 

3195 1920-S MS64 Red PCGS. Streaks of violet toning appear on the 
brilliant light orange surfaces of this frosty near-Gem. The strike is 
somewhat indistinct as expected for the issue. Population: 84 in 64 
Red, 9 finer (6/12).(#2530) 












3196 1922 No D Strong Reverse VF20 PCGS. FS-401. Die Pair 2. 
The brown surfaces show slight yellowish streakiness over each 
side, probably from improper mixture of the bronze alloy. Evenly 
worn, only the usual handling marks from circulation are evident.

3197 1922 No D Strong Reverse VF30 PCGS, FS-401. Die Pair 2. 
Even but extensive is seen over each side. The brown surfaces 
are slightly glossy, and abrasions are minimal and inoffensive.

3198 1922 No D Strong Reverse VF30 PCGS. FS-401. Die Pair 2. 
Attractive reddish-brown surfaces, the only noticeable spots are a 
couple located on the reverse; otherwise, even wear over the devices 
with the wheat stalks still clearly defined. (#3 285) 

3199 1922 No D Strong Reverse XF45 PCGS. FS-401. Die Pair 2. A 
minimally abraded deep chocolate-brown example of this famous 
and rare Lincoln variety. TRUST is faint but the second 2 in the 
date is crisp, as is the reverse design.(#3285) 

3200 1922 No D Strong Reverse — Whizzed — NGC Details. AU. 
FS-401. Die Pair 2. This key date cent had only a brief stint in 
commerce but the reverse is whizzed, as the letters in ONE CENT 
display evidence of moved metal. The obverse is apple-green and 
tan-gold while the reverse is brick-red. (#3 285)

Strong Reverse Variety, Sharp Obverse 


3201 1922 No D Strong Reverse AU50 NGC. FS-401. Die Pair 
2. Despite trivial surface marks and light rub as expected for the 
grade, this glossy specimen offers exceptional eye appeal. While 
the reverse is bold as always, the obverse is substantially sharper 
than usual. A wonderful example for an advanced Lincoln cent 
collection. (#3285)

Strong Reverse, FS-401 


3202 1922 No D Strong Reverse AU55 PCGS. FS-401. Die Pair 2. 
The Strong Reverse variety has bold detail on that side of the coin, 
and it is the reverse that carries the most weight when grading. 
Only slight wear is visible on each side, although the combination 
of that wear and a weak obverse results in flat details on Lincoln’s 
profile. This attractive chestnut and olive example has wonderful 
surfaces and excellent eye appeal. (#3285)

3203 1922 No D Weak Reverse MS64 Red and Brown PCGS. CAC. 

Die Pair 3, identifiable by the weak second 2 in the date and 
the distended O in ONE. Generous amounts of mint red cling 
to the surfaces — most of the obverse, and the periphery on the 
reverse — unusual for any 1922 No D cent. The central obverse 
is chiefly ice-blue, and the reverse has more variegated central 
color. As always seen (and diagnostic), the reverse is soft due to 
both the strike and prolonged die use, particularly on the wheat 
stalks, where about half the detail is absent. As is sometimes 
the case with this die pair, the ghost of a mintmark can be seen 
under magnification. This coin is tied with a small handful of 
Weak Reverse coins at PCGS for the finest numerically certified, 
regardless of color designation. A real prize for the Lincoln cent 
specialist.

3205 1923-S MS64 Red and Brown PCGS. A small, active spot 
appears in the lower left obverse field, with a few other flyspecks 
on each side of this Choice Mint State piece. Although described 
as Red and Brown, this softly defined specimen has full faded mint 
brilliance. (#2547) 

3206 1923-S MS64 Red and Brown PCGS. CAC. This well-detailed 
Choice Lincoln cent shows some streaks of light brown toning 
mixed with the lustrous original red. Close inspection reveals no 
mentionable distractions. PCGS has graded fifteen numerically 
finer specimens (6/12).(#2547) 

3207 1923-S MS64 Red PCGS. For the issue, this near-Gem has a 
decent strike and is well preserved. The red-brown color is quite 
rich, with some dappled patina in the obverse fields, and bright 
iridescence near the borders.(#2548) 

3208 1924-D MS64 Red and Brown PCGS. A dusky and shimmering 
Choice better date cent. Mostly fire-red but hints of gunmetal- 
gray are present, as are a few pinpoint flecks. Housed in a first 
generation holder. (#2553) 

3209 1924-D MS65 Red and Brown NGC. This scarce, semikey issue 
has an impressively low mintage of only 2.5 million pieces. The 
original red patina is covered on each side by a subtle iridescence. 
One spot of note is located at 6 o’clock near the reverse rim.

3210 1925-D MS65 Red and Brown PCGS. CAC. Labeled Red and 
Brown, but there is actually very little brown present on either 
side of this Gem. For a 1925-D, this is a remarkably attractive and 
well-produced coin. The strike shows the usual softness and there 
are few post-striking impairments. Population: 21 in 65 Red and

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3211 1925-S MS64 Red NGC. The surfaces are primarily orange-red, 
with a better-than-average strike for the issue and some scattered 
minor flecks. The 1925-S Lincoln cent in Gem Red condition is 
a notable rarity, making this piece worthy of serious consideration.

3212 1926 MS67 Red PCGS. CAC. This formidable Superb Gem 
provides exuberant luster, and abrasions of any size appear to 
be completely absent. Carbon is equally difficult to find. Well- 
struck and desirable.

3213 1926 MS67 Red PCGS. CAC. Ex: Joshua and Ally Walsh. Rich 
orange, olive, and ruby tints adorn the margins, while the remainder 
of this lustrous and unabraded Superb Gem offers consistent light 
gold color. As the devices are well struck, only the infrequent tiny 
carbon fleck denies perfection.

3214 1926-S MS64 Brown PCGS. Well-struck with dark brown 
surfaces that show a single isolated spot of verdigris.. The luster is a 
bit subdued by the patina. On the reverse, the fields and devices are 
extremely clean. Population: 46 in 64 Brown, 4 finer (5/12).

3215 1926-S MS63 Red and Brown PCGS. Mostly red, this Select 
Mint State piece has a few old toning splashes, and exhibits pale 
orange luster. The strike is typically soft on this semikey issue.

3216 1926-S MS64 Red and Brown NGC. The apricot-gold reverse 
is close to fully Red. The obverse offers similar color but has 
mellowed slightly to rose-tan. Lustrous and essentially unabraded 
with a typical strike on the reverse periphery. Certified in a former 
generation holder. (#2574) 

3217 1927-S MS64 Red PCGS. Both sides of this brilliant Choice 
Mint State piece show minor carbon spots and trivial marks that 
prevent a higher grade. The strike is above average, and the satin 
surfaces are fully lustrous with light orange color. Only 16 finer Red 
specimens are PCGS certified (6/12).(#2584) 

3218 1928-D MS65 Red PCGS. A copper-red Gem with booming luster 
and mark-free surfaces. The reverse exergue has a hint of olive and 
rose. Sharply impressed except for the O in ONE. Housed in an old 
green label holder. Population: 77 in 65 Red, 11 finer (6/12).

3219 1928-S MS66 Red PCGS. Regular S Mintmark. An underrated 
issue in the upper grades for decades, until certified population data 
revealed just how rare top-tier examples were. Interestingly, David 
Lange and Q. David Bowers have dramatic differences of opinion on 
lower-level Mint State pieces; while Bowers is dismissive of the coins 
in his Guide Book of Lincoln Cents, claiming them to be “common 
in all grades up to about MS-64 BN and RB,” Lange perceives 
them differently, writing in his Complete Guide to Lincoln Cents that 
“Mint State coins are quite scarce, irrespective of quality.” 

The two authors agree, however, that the better Red survivors 
are elusive. Bowers describes sharply struck Red Gems as “rarities,” 
while Lange goes even further, proclaiming that “fully struck, fully 
red gems are essentially unknown ...” The advent of Registry 
collecting spurred greater interest in this San Francisco issue, and 
at Gem and better levels, particularly MS66, the 1928-S cent has 
achieved considerable popularity. 

The Red Premium Gem presented here displays fully lustrous 
orange-gold surfaces that offer a subtle lilac overtone. The design 
elements are generally sharply impressed by the standards of this 
issue, showing just minor softness on the AM of AMERICA, and the 
surfaces are carefully preserved, with no flaws warranting individual 
mention. This is one of just five MS66 Red examples graded by 
PCGS (5/12), and the collector who misses this opportunity may 
have to wait years for the chance to acquire another.

This Superb Gem displays none of the problems of strike 
or carbon that plague most examples, offering brilliant luster over 
problem-free, deep orange-red surfaces. Population: 32 in 67 Red, 0

3230 1955 Doubled Die Obverse Genuine PCGS. FS-101. The PCGS 
number ending in .92 suggests Cleaning as the reason, or perhaps 
one of the reasons, that PCGS deemed this coin not gradable. In 
our opinion, this coin has the details of an AU specimen that has 
been cleaned. The orange-red and lemon-gold color is unnatural 
and the obverse field is bright and hairlined with a possibly 
smoothed area near the profile. (#2825) 

3231 1955 Doubled Die Obverse AU55 NGC. FS-101. Satiny dark 
brown surfaces retain traces of luster appearing as lighter tan inside 
the borders. Both sides show the usual scattered contact marks 
expected at the grade. This pleasing Choice AU specimen should 
generate multiple bids.

A briefly 
handled but partly lustrous example of this famous and dramatic 
mint error.

The brown 
surfaces retain generous amounts of mint luster, especially around 
the devices. A couple of larger abrasions are noted, one on each 
side, but overall the surfaces are quite pleasing. (#2825)

Even if just briefly handled, the original mint luster 
was disrupted and subsequently dulled. The only mark that would

DDO. Of the 90 different varieties of the 1960-D Large Date 
cents, this has to be the most interesting.

3238 1972 Doubled Die Obverse MS66 Red PCGS. CAC. FS-101. 

The Cherrypickers’ Guide lists nine different doubled die varieties 
of 1972 cents, but FS-101 is easily the strongest and also the 
one listed in the Guide Book. A lustrous orange-gold Premium 
Gem with an exemplary strike and exceptional preservation.

discovery of the 1955 Doubled Die Obverse cents happened quite 
soon after their release, prompting a national craze for the new 
variety in an era when such coins were considered and collected as 
FIDOs — freaks, irregulars, defectives, and oddities. But the 1955 
Doubled Die mania died down shortly afterward, mostly because 
collectors did not know how to properly value the new, weird coins. 
The 1955 Doubled Die nonetheless created a spark that the 1960- 
P and -D Small Date and Large Date cent varieties fanned into a 
bonfire, creating a new class of error and variety collectors. Today’s 
Cherrypickers’ Guides and variety certification at the third-party 
grading agencies are modern outgrowths of the new collecting 
craze. This pleasing Gem displays glowing, only slightly subdued 
satiny reddish patina — a well-matched appearance over both sides.

One die pair intended for proof production was inadvertently used 
for commercial Denver strikes, and due to the high attrition rate 
of modern cents, only a few examples have been located. This is a 
lustrous orange-gold near-Gem with minimal carbon and the look 
of a finer grade.

3240 1909 VDB PR64 Red and Brown PCGS. The matte proof 
Lincoln cents (MPLs, as series fans call them) have experienced 
a remarkable resurgence in recent years, likely attributable to 
a number of factors: certain knowledgeable dealer-collectors 
who more or less specialize in the series; the publication of the 
Kevin Flynn reference titled Lincoln Cent Matte Proofs; and the 
centennial of the Lincoln cent which arrived in 2009, coinciding, 
of course, with the bicentennial of the birth of President Lincoln. 

The 1909 VDB proof is at the forefront of popularity within 
the series, and examples bring strong prices at auction. (Flynn also 
asserts that far fewer were actually released than the usually seen 
figure of 1,194 pieces.) This specimen shows the sculptural detail 
and square rims that only a matte proof can show so boldly. Equal 
amounts of mint red remain on each side, with no mentionable 
spots or other distractions and only a sprinkling of brown in the 
centers.

This example is a warmly lustrous MS61 that illustrates 
many of the typical characteristics of its die pair. The Bowers- 
Borckardt reference notes that “most early die states show 
striking weakness at the centers.” Certainly this coin is not 
strong on the interiors, yet the luster flow is undisturbed even 
at seemingly detail-lacking zones such as the eagle’s breast. The 
long, raised “bar” between star 5 and the uppermost flowing curl 
in Liberty’s hair is a prominent diagnostic for the obverse die 
and thus the die pair. 

Several colors add life to the gray base, including orange, 
gold, and green elements. A few small spots of charcoal toning 
also are present, more on the reverse. While the piece shows 
wispy flaws and a few deeper marks such as the near-vertical 
abrasion behind Liberty’s eye, this coin’s all-around eye appeal 
is better than the MS61 designation might suggest.

The Flowing Hair design was retired in 1795, in favor of 
the Draped Bust motif, but the Philadelphia Mint achieved a 
staggering mintage of 160,295 Flowing Hair silver dollars before 
the changeover took place. Since 1794 dollars are so rare and 
expensive, the 1795 enjoys great popularity with type collectors. 
There are 17 die varieties known for this date and type, with 
another two varieties of the 1795 Draped Bust design. The present 
coin is a representative of the BB-21 variety, with the 7 in the date 
punched over an errant 1. While BB-21 is a reasonably available 
variety, examples in near-Mint condition are quite scarce. 

The present coin is a sharply struck near-Mint specimen, with 
only slight wear showing on the eagle’s breast and leg. The pleasing 
surfaces are primarily silver-gray, with strong highlights of gold and 
steel-blue. A few light adjustment marks are visible on the obverse

A Mint-made silver plug is clearly outlined at the center of the 
obverse with slight evidence on the reverse. While the B-l die 
marriage is the second commonest of 1795 Flowing Hair dollars,

Several varieties of early U.S. dollars are 
known with Mint'inserted silver plugs, a Mint artifice that, unlike 
planchet adjustment marks which were used to bring overweight 
planchets down to standard, were the inverse, used to bring 
underweight blanks up to par. The B-l, BB-21 die pairing with silver 
plug was only discovered recently, in 1993. The five prominent hair 
curls behind Liberty’s head identify the obverse, with an extra light 
curl below the third one down. The Two Leaves reverse displays 
a berry under the right side of the last A in AMERICA. This 
piece shows a nice midgrade circulated appearance, with the plug 
clearly visible amid pinkish-gray surfaces. A small round indent in 
the planchet appears on the obverse, above the 9, and some faint

3867 1852 Restrike PR64 NGC. The 1852 Seated dollar issue is, 
along with the 1851 and 1858, one of the “Big Three” in the 
series. Only 1,100 business strikes were produced in the original 
format, along with perhaps 15 to 30 proof originals and 45 to 90 
restrikes, according to estimates in Q. David Bowers’ various silver 
dollar references. The Bowers-Borckardt Silver Dollar Encyclopedia 
comments concerning the restrikes: 

“As business strikes of the 1852 dollar were recognized as 
rarities at an early date, the ‘Midnight Minters’ set about 
restriking Proofs of these coins, probably as early as 1858 
and until mid'1860, when Director James Ross Snowden 
seized the dies and sealed them in a carton. When Direc¬ 
tor Henry Richard Linderman opened the carton in 1867, 
more may have been restruck. Several reverse die varieties 
exist, suggesting restriking on different occasions.” 

Breen and Bowers both estimate that 90% of existing proofs 
are restrikes, with at least three reverse dies known. This piece is 
certified as a Restrike by NGC, showing profoundly flashy fields. 
The centers are brilliant but slightly hazy, contrasting with margins 
ringed by deep gray-blue toning. The strike is soft on the stars and 
head of Liberty and on the lower reverse, the leaves, claw, and 
branch. Some contrast appears on each side, along with some wispy 
field hairlines.

3868 1854 PR64 Ultra Cameo NGC. The 1854 proof Seated dollar is 
a prime rarity in any grade with a mintage that has variously been 
estimated between 50 and 100 pieces. Even business strikes are rare, 
as apparently most were exported in an early attempt to create a 
“trade” dollar issue for the United States, according to the Bowers- 
Borckardt reference. A near-Gem proof such as the present example 
should stir intense interest among knowledgeable collectors. 

Profound field-to-device contrast is the chief attribute of each 
side of this impressive proof coin. The surfaces at first glance appear 
brilliant, but a faint blush of rose patina occurs on the obverse. 
The strike is full throughout. A few light field hairlines and faint 
contact marks are perhaps all that preclude an even finer grade. A 
“whiskers” effect appears under Liberty’s chin, but the confirmation 
as a proof is provided by the always-present triangular bit of metal 
above the 5 in the date.

3869 1857 PR63 PCGS. The 1857 proof Seated dollars were made in 
the last year before the Mint started publicly marketing proof sets 
to collectors rather than the merely well-connected. The Guide 
Book gives no mintage figure, but this is undoubtedly a very rare 
issue. PCGS’ CoinFacts offers 50 pieces as a mintage, and Bowers 
estimates 50 to 100 pieces. In any case, the present Select proof is 
one of 14 such at PCGS, with 10 in 64 and a single 65 the finest 
at that service (5/12). CoinFacts estimates that 40 survive in all 
grades, which would imply an original mintage larger than 50, in 
all probability. Generous luster greets the viewer of this piece, 
with greenish-gold patina on surfaces that may be precluded from 
an even finer grade by the remnants of a fingerprint in the right 
obverse field. There are no singular signs of contact, although 
the strike is soft on the eagle’s upper left (facing) wing and sharp

When new or 
close to it, this must have been quite a flashy item to use as a watch 
fob. Today the reflectivity is gone and the surfaces are dulled from 
handling.

Smooth golden-gray surfaces with terrific 
underlying luster and only the typical softness of strike showing on 
the reverse. One of the more difficult Buffalo issues in Uncirculated

3973 1923-S MS65 NGC. This San Francisco coin is exceptional both 
for its high grade and excellent strike. The satiny fields are smooth 
and subtly reflective, bathed in uniform clear reddish golden toning. 
The obverse presents a faint sheen but the coin displays little of the 
die erosion that is often seen for this date. This piece is close to 
the top rank of the grading roster.

A cream-gray example 
with minor distributed obverse carbon. The bison’s leftmost foreleg 
is weakened by Mint die polishing.

Key Buffalo Issue 


3980 1926-S AU55 NGC. CAC. The 1926-S Buffalo nickel boasts a 
series-low mintage of 970,000 pieces, and few examples were set 
aside for numismatic purposes. The present coin is a well-struck 
Choice AU example with traces of high-point wear on the devices 
and subdued satiny mint luster. Attractive ice-blue and dove-gray 
patina blankets the surfaces of both sides. (#3959)

3981 1926-S MS63 PCGS. The 1926-S needs little introduction to 
series fans, as the only sub-1 million-coin mintage in the series — 
actually 970,000 pieces.

This Select example boasts 
high-end eye appeal, with moderate luster over surfaces that show 
orange-gold rim toning with gold and aqua tints in the centers.

The 
1926-S is accessible in grades through MS63 and available for 
a price even in near-Gem, though anything finer is a definite 
condition rarity. This MS64 example has a golden overtone across 
broadly luminous surfaces that show a quicksilver element.

3983 1927-D AU53 PCGS. 3 1/2 Legged, FS-901. According to 
Cherrypickers ’, the 1927-D 3 1/2 Legged came from “a reverse die 
[that[ was heavily polished, possibly to remove clash marks. The 
result was a die with most of the bison’s front leg missing ... .” It is 
ironic that this error is so similar in its creation and appearance to 
the famous 1937-D Three-Legged, which occurred exactly a decade 
later at the same mint. The 1927-D is an error that is still unknown 
to many collectors, but far rarer than its later counterpart and a 
cherrypicker’s dream. 

This lightly toned piece shows pinkish^gold patina over still- 
lustrous surfaces that display only a few minor marks consistent 
with a short spate in circulation. A full horn is still visible on the 
bison, although barely so. Population for FS-901: 1 in 53, 1 in 58, 1 
in 62 (6/12).

3994 1937-D Three-Legged MS65 PCGS. FS-901. The 

FS-901 Cherry pickers' Guide designation, if one reads the 
relevant reference closely, is reserved for a “reverse variety, 
miscellaneous,” i.e. not a doubled die reverse, for example. In 
fact, the 1937-D Three-Legged Buffalo is a die state variety, 
one of the few that are actively collected as such, and certainly 
one of the few to ever make it into the Guide Book of United 
States Coins. Cherrypickers ’ authors Bill Fivaz and J.T. Stanton 
also assign the Three-Legged Buffalo a 1-5 Interest rating, the 
highest. They say, “A variety with a very high Interest Factor 
is in high demand, with several thousands of collectors desiring 
it.” So, even though the authors estimate that from 4,000 to 
8,000 examples survive, there may be as many or more collectors 
than that desiring to acquire an example. 

The 1937-D Three-Legged is, nonetheless, not the only die 
state example that the series’ many fans collect: The various 
Two Feathers varieties are also in the same category of die 
states. The Cherrypickers ’ explanation under the 1913-D 
Type One, Two Feathers, first in the series, is the same: “The 
obverse die was heavily polished, probably to remove clash 
marks. The result was a die with the innermost feather missing, 
hence the nickname ‘Two Feathers.’ “ The authors comment 
further, “Recently more Two Feathers varieties have been 
found, creating a search for more while increasing interest in 
Buffalo nickels with abraded dies.” Even though the authors 
mention increased interest in abraded dies, they assign the 
many Two Feathers varieties Interest and Liquidity factors of 
3, meaning that they are far less in-demand and more thinly 
traded than the 1937-D Three-Legged. 

This is one of the few Gems available of this conditionally 
elusive variety. The mint luster is satiny and unusually bright. 
Each side displays subtle shadings of pale golden and lilac, 
and as one would expect from a Gem, there are no noticeable 
abrasions.

Although the 
popular Three-Legged Buffalo’s name derives from the missing 
front left (facing) leg, curiously, the hoof on that leg is still 
present, despite the overeager die polishing that apparently 
created the variety. Despite the many bogus coins present in 
the marketplace — this variety should always be purchased 
certified, never raw — there are many other die diagnostics on 
each side that characterize examples of the genuine item. 

The fifth edition, volume one of the Cherrypickers’ Guide 
gives the Three-Legged Buffalo a ranking of 5 for Interest 
and Liquidity, the maximum, while assigning it a 14 on the 
Universal Rarity Scale. In other words, 4,001 to 8,000 examples 
survive in all conditions, yet it is nonetheless an issue with 
enduring popularity in any grade, one that readily changes 
hands and finds eager buyers. 

The Three-Legged Buffalo is often found in grades of XF 
and AU, and even examples in the lower Mint State grade 
are seen with some regularity, up to the near-Gem level. Gem 
examples and the occasional Premium Gem, however, are 
conditionally quite rare, and when offered at auction they meet 
a host of potential buyers. 

Heritage has been privileged to offer a number of top-grade 
examples of the Three-Legged Buffalo in recent auctions, 
MS65 and MS66 pieces certified by PCGS or NGC that have 
generally brought in the range from mid-five-figure prices up to 
$86,000-plus for an MS66 PCGS example we offered in 2005. 
PCGS has seen a few examples in MS66 as their top grade, 
while NGC has certified three submissions in MS67, including 
one with the Star designation. 

This is one of the finest-preserved examples we have 
handled of the Three-Legged variant. The surfaces glow with 
rich, satiny mint luster and the strike details are uncommonly 
strong for an issue that is normally weak. Slight rose and lilac 
is seen over each side but does not impede the power of the 
underlying mint brilliance.

Rolls were set aside 
of the 1937-S and numerous high-grade pieces exist today. But at 
this lofty level, this coin is second finest only to one MS68 ★ coin

mint luster. This bright sheen enhances the overlay of ice-blue and 
rose colored toning. Of course, there are no noticeable abrasions.

The Mercury dime was 
introduced in 1916, and the 1916-D claims the lowest mintage of 
the series. Collectors prize this issue in all grades and conditions. 
This lightly worn example remains attractive, despite the noted 
whizzing, with lustrous surfaces that display light lavender and ice- 
blue toning. 


4022 1916-D — Improperly Cleaned — NGC Details. Fine. Both 
sides of this moderately worn key Mercury dime have light silver- 
gray surfaces. Clearly cleaned at one time, this piece falls in the 
middle grade range that is scarcely seen. Most examples of the 
1916-D are Mint State, or below VG. Examples grading VG to AU 
are rarely encountered. (#4906)

4023 1916-D Fine 15 PCGS. CAC. Examples of the 1916-D Mercury 
dime are popular in any grade, but most examples seen are either 
VG or lower, or AU or finer. Examples from Fine through Extremely 
Fine are deucedly difficult. This Choice Fine specimen shows 
considerable deep detail on “Mercury’s” helmet and feathers, and 
all the vertical sticks in the fasces are visible if incomplete. Gray- 
gold surfaces show no mentionable marks.

Faint 
hairlines are seen from oblique angles. The mintmark is lightly

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1916-D Mercury Dime, MS62 Full Bands 
Low-Mintage Series Key 



4025 1916-D MS62 Full Bands PCGS. From a famously low mintage 
of 264,000 pieces, the 1916-D Mercury dime is the undisputed 
key to the series. This attractive MS62 specimen offers vibrant 
satiny mint luster on both sides, and the brilliant surfaces show 
only the lightest hints of gold toning. The design elements are 
sharply detailed throughout, including the all-important Full Bands 
definition on the fasces. A scattering of minor contact marks on 
both sides explains the grade, but none is worthy of individual 
mention. We expect intense competition from series enthusiasts

Scarce Fully Struck 



4026 1918-D MS64 Full Bands PCGS. Decidedly better-defined than 
the norm, especially on the central reverse. Both sides have a softly 
frosted appearance with hints of sky-blue color against silver-white 
surfaces. A few breaks in the frost around Liberty’s portrait present 
windows of startling brilliance. PCGS has graded just 22 finer Full

4027 1918-S MS63 Full Bands PCGS. CAC. The 1918-S Mercury 
dime was not heavily saved by contemporary collectors, and high- 
grade specimens are quite elusive. This sharply detailed Select 
example displays vibrant mint luster under areas of greenish-gold 
and violet patina, with Full Bands definition on the fasces.

4030 1920-S MS64 Full Bands PCGS. CAC. This near-Gem 1920-S 
dime is lustrous and unabraded with delicate chestnut toning.

This early issue is scarce in Mint State and is desirable with Full 
Bands in such quality.

This well- 
detailed Choice example displays a little softness on the central 
obverse, but shows Full Bands definition on the fasces. Vibrant 
satiny mint luster shines through light gold and ice-blue toning, 
with outstanding eye appeal. (#4935) 


4032 1921-D — Improperly Cleaned — NGC Details. Unc. Well 

struck at the centers with incompleteness noted near the 
rims. Gunmetal-gray and olive-gold with vibrant luster and no 
noticeable abrasions. Much nicer than the NGC designation 
implies. (#4936) 

4033 1921-D MS63 PCGS. CAC. The severe postwar recession of 
1921-1922 saw a dramatic drop in minor coin production at all U.S. 
mints. Denver dime production ended early in 1921 and was not 
resumed until 1924. The present coin boasts vibrant silver luster 
and a wealth of overall detail without the die cracks often seen on 
this branch mint date.(#4936) 
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Full Bands 1921-D Dime, MS63 
Sharp and Richly Toned 


4034 1921-D MS63 Full Bands PCGS. Splashes of forest-green and 
russet-gold toning enrich this lustrous Select example of the 
postwar recession with its reduced coinages. Fully struck in the 
centers with a few peripheral letters displaying slight softness at the 
rim. A few nearly undetectable slide marks on the jaw determine 
the grade but do not affect the eye appeal. (#4937) 

4035 1923-S MS65 NGC. The obverse appears fully struck save for 
minor softness on the 3 in the date, while the reverse show notable 
weakness on the central bands. Lustrous satiny gray-gold surfaces 
compensate and are relatively unabraded. (#4940) 


Condition Rarity 1924 Dime, MS67 Full Bands 
Impeccable Surface Preservation 


4036 1924 MS67 Full Bands PCGS. CAC. Despite the mintage of 
more than 24 million coins, the 1924 dime is a conditional rarity 
in Superb Gem Full Bands condition, where this piece is one of 
only 15 submissions at PCGS with none finer (6/12). Generous 
luster runs from surfaces tinged in lilac, ice-blue, and gold, with

4037 1924-S MS64 Full Bands PCGS. Mottled violet and steel toning 
appears on frosty silver luster on this sharply defined Choice Mint 
State piece. Sharply struck examples are seldom seen in finer grades, 
with just 17 better Full Bands coins certified by PCGS (6/12).

4038 1925-D MS64 Full Bands PCGS. CAC. Prevailing pinkish-gold 
hues complement small areas of deep rim toning in shades of russet 
and steel-blue. The strike is remarkably sharp on the reverse, a 
shade less so (due to tired dies, we believe, rather than strike 
deficiency) on the obverse. (#4951) 

4039 1925-S MS64 Full Bands PCGS. CAC. Strong luster emanates 
from each side of this near-Gem, with daubs of russet patina and an 
area of “die burn” from overpolished dies before Liberty’s face, while 
the remainder is frosty. The reverse adds pale jade and saffron rim 
toning, with a bold strike overall and a few small marks precluding 
a Gem grade. (#4953) 

4040 1926-D MS65 Full Bands PCGS. Deep purple, lavender, and 
aqua tones appear on each side of this boldly struck Gem, which 
emits considerable luster despite the intense color. The strike is 
bold, and contact marks are few, even under a loupe. Population: 86

4041 1926-S MS64 NGC. The low-mintage 1926-S Mercury dime is in 
demand in all grades, with or without the Full Bands designation. 
There is much to like about this example, with golden luster over 
surfaces that show few mentionable marks and a bold strike overall, 
despite some fadeaway at the tops of a few peripheral letters on the 
reverse.

4042 1936 MS68 Full Bands PCGS. Blended gunmetal-gray and 
chestnut color endows this essentially immaculate Superb Gem. 
Intricately struck in the centers, and the borders also are above 
average in definition.

4043 1937-S MS67 Full Bands PCGS. CAC. Ex Comics-N-Stuff 
San Diego. This coin may have been one of the first struck at the 
San Francisco Mint that opened this year. Its frosty luster joins a 
diamond-sharp strike exemplified by the Full Bands. Population: 85 
in 67 (2 in 67 + ) Full Bands, 1 finer (5/12).(#5009) 

4044 1938-S MS67 Full Bands PCGS. CAC. Both sides of this 
impressive Superb Gem have a bold strike with brilliant silver 
luster and no evidence of toning. PCGS has only certified six finer 
(6/12).(#5015) 

4045 1939-D MS68 Full Bands PCGS. Almost perfectly preserved 
surfaces. The centers are brilliant and highly lustrous with dabs of 
multicolored toning at the margins. One darker spot, a Mint-made 
grease stain, is seen in the right obverse field.(#5019) 

4046 1939-S MS67 Full Bands NGC. A few hints of light gold toning 
complement the vibrant mint luster on this stunning Superb Gem. 
The design elements are sharply rendered throughout, including 
Full Bands definition. Census: 9 in 67 Full Bands, 1 finer (6/12).

4047 1940-D MS68 Full Bands PCGS. This stunning MS68 specimen 
offers brilliant centers that yield to darkly toned peripheries, with 
shades of green and amber predominating.

4051 1942/1 AU55 PCGS. CAC. FS-101. This famous Guide Book 
variety is seldom encountered in high grade because it was not 
discovered until the coins had been in active circulation for some time. 
This Choice AU example shows just a touch of wear on the devices, 
with satiny mint luster and hints of gold and ice-blue toning.

The year 1916 is notable for the introduction of 
several new coinage designs — the Mercury dime, Standing Liberty 
quarter, and Walking Liberty half dollar — and several issues of the 
year are conditional rarities at a minimum, if not absolute rarities 
regardless of condition. The Standing Liberty quarter dated 1916 
falls into the latter category, due both to its low mintage of only 
52,000 pieces and its release intermingled with 1917 Type One 
Philadelphia quarters. Fortunately for collectors, they have a choice 
between the 1916 Philadelphia issue and the 1917-PDS Type One 
coins for type set purposes. Only first-year-of-type collectors or 
those working on complete sets must seek out the 1916 Standing 
Liberty quarter. For those who fall in the latter category, this is a 
coin worthy of attention. The russet-golden toning has a slight 
speckling and the underlying mint frost enhances the appearance. 
The strike on Liberty’s head is just slightly less-than-complete. We 
see no abrasions worthy of individual mention.

4070 1917 Type One MS65 Full Head NGC. A sharply detailed Gem 
specimen of this important type issue, with Full Head definition 
and vibrant mint luster on both sides.

4071 1917-S Type One MS64 Full Head NGC. A well-defined near- 
Gem for the collector who favors toned pieces. Satin-bright silver 
interiors give way to waves of gold-orange and blue.(#5711) 


4072 1917-S Type One MS64+ Full Head PCGS. This marvelous Type 
One coin appears fully struck throughout, not merely on the head, 
given the full shield rivets, full waves in the rectangular panels, 
and full eagle feathers. A slight suggestion of original gold color 
complements engaging luster.

The existence of several 
different “wartime overdates” in U.S. numismatics during the 
20th century tends to confirm the usual theory that such blunders 
were the product of inexperience on the part of Mint personnel 
manufacturing new coinage dies. The 1918/7-S quarter counts as 
its close cousins the 1918/7-D nickel, the 1942/1 Philadelphia and 
Denver dimes, and the 1943/2-P nickel. But unlike the Buffalo 
nickel, Jefferson nickel, and Mercury dime series, the Standing 
Liberty quarter series is notable for its relative lack of varieties, 
making the Guide Book-listed 1918/7-S quarter a standout in 
another way, as the only die variety within its series. 

Further reinforcement for the “inexperienced Mint personnel” 
theory comes in the form of the relative absence of overdates 
created during nonwartime periods. This pleasing, lightly handled 
example has good remaining luster, light golden-brown color, and a 
relative absence of abrasions. (#5726) 


4081 1919 MS66 PCGS. CAC. This beautiful Premium Gem has a 
bold strike with about 70% visible head details. The shield shows 
the usual weakness at the lower left. Both sides are frosty and fully 
lustrous with wisps of pale violet toning. (#5 728) 

4082 1919 MS66+ PCGS. CAC. The surfaces are especially beautiful 
in terms of color, with an unusual silver-blue shade prevailing amid 
glints of pink and amber, and there are few signs of contact seen on 
either side.

Amber-gold 
and silver tones prevail among strong, radiant luster and few signs

4085 1919-D MS64 NGC. The 1919-D Standing Liberty quarter is an 
underrated issue in high grade, especially with Full Head definition.

4299 1884-S MS63 PCGS. CAC. A substantial mintage of 3.2 
million Morgan dollars was accomplished at the San Francisco 
Mint in 1884, but most of the mintage was released into 
circulation at the time of issue, and few coins were saved for 
numismatic purposes. The 1884-S is plentiful in circulated 
condition, but high-grade specimens are quite elusive in today’s 
market. 

Undoubtedly, some bags were retained in Treasury vaults, as 
small numbers were later released to customers in the period 
from 1926 to the early 1950s. It seems likely that the bulk of the 
government stockpile was melted under the provisions of the 
Pittman Act in 1918, however, as the numbers released in later 
years were never large, and the issue attracted little attention. 

The 1884-S was not well-represented in the great Treasury 
releases of the 1960s, and series specialists finally realized 
that the issue was scarce in all Mint State grades, and rare 
above the Select level. Today, the 1884-S is recognized as 
an important key to the Morgan dollar series in high grade. 
Auction appearances in modern times include the impressive 
Select specimen in lot 4184 of the Central States Signature 
(Heritage, 4/2002), which realized $54,050. 

The present coin is a delightful Select example, with sharply 
detailed design elements that show bold, if not full, definition 
on the hair strands above Liberty’s ear. The mostly brilliant 
surfaces display a few areas of green and gray toning, with most 
of the color on the reverse. Both sides exhibit a mixture of 
vibrant satiny mint luster and semiprooflike reflectivity. We 
expect intense competition from Morgan dollar enthusiasts 
when this lot is called.

The Morgan silver dollar saw a 
production of 350,000 coins with a face value of $350,000, while 
the 1889-CC Liberty Head double eagle was struck in a much 
skimpier amount, some 30,945 coins with a face value of $618,900, 
making the total 1889 Carson City output $968,900. The 1889- 
CC double eagle is an extremely popular issue within the series. 
However, many more collectors seek nice examples of the 1889-CC 
silver dollar, as far more silver dollar collectors exist than double 
eagle specialists. A large majority of the 1889-CC silver dollars 
— perhaps as many as 325,000 coins or so — were melted after 
minting, according to Rusty Goe. This example shows lovely mint 
frost and each side is covered with moderate gray-golden patina. 
The most detracting element on either side is a carbon spot on the

A little high point rub on this Choice AU 
specimen will be beneficial to the collector on a budget, as the 
price will certainly be far less than a full Mint State example.

4399 1893-0 MS64 PCGS. Ex: Jackson Hole. A truly rare coin in both 
the conditional and absolute senses, the 1893-0 boasts the smallest 
mintage of any Morgan dollar from the New Orleans Mint, and the 
fifth smallest mintage of any business strike Morgan — excluding, 
of course, the unknown (or unissued) 1895s. The four other Morgan 
issues with comparable mintages, from largest to smallest, are the 
1881-CC and 1885-CC — both saved in tremendous quantities 
relative to their original mintages, with many thousands released 
from the Treasury in the early 1960s and later by the GSA — and 
the 1893-S and 1894, coins that formed only a tiny fraction of 
the Treasury holdings. The fame of the 1893-0 has perhaps been 
overshadowed by its illustrious siblings, the coveted 1893-S, and 
by the last of the CC Morgans, the 1893-CC. Nonetheless, the 
1893-0 is many times rarer in MS64 than the 1893-CC. As Bowers’ 
silver dollar Guide Book puts it, “Choice MS-64 coins are rare and 
MS-65 coins are of sufficient fame that an auction house might 
showcase one in a news release.” 

The present coin is an exception to the majority of Mint State 
coins, in that it is refreshingly free of mentionable abrasions, save 
for a couple of undistracting ticks on the cheek and a nick to the 
right of the 3 in the date. Brilliant luster radiates from each side of 
the silver-white surfaces, and considerable prooflikeness is present, 
with mirrored fields and moderate frost on the devices. Population:

The 1893-S is the most elusive business-strike 
issue of the Morgan dollar series, and even well-worn examples 
are avidly collected by series enthusiasts. The rims are worn flat in 
places on this problem-free specimen, but the date, mintmark, and 
major design features remain intact, at least in outline.(#7226) 

4402 1893-S Good 4 PCGS. The all-important date and mintmark are 
bold on this key date Morgan dollar. Each letter is clear within the 
peripheral legends, and the stars are also separated from the rim. 
Some plumage detail remains on the lower portions of the wings. 
Dusky lavender-gray toning encompasses the surprisingly smooth 
surfaces.(#7226) 

4403 1893-S — Improperly Cleaned — NGC Details. VG. The 

surfaces are a bit overbright for the grade level but not unattractive. 
An overlay of gold is beginning to appear, with a single pale blue 
dot beneath PL on the obverse. A nice entry-level coin for this key 
issue.(#7226)

4404 1893-S VG10 NGC. The 1893-S is the low-mintage key to the 
Morgan dollar series and collectors prize examples in all grades 
and conditions. This evenly worn specimen exhibits only minor 
abrasions and the surfaces display pleasing gray, gold, and blue-steel 
patina. This coin would be a welcome addition to an otherwise 
high-grade collection of Morgan dollars. (#7226) 

4405 1893-S — Scratched, Edge Damaged, Cleaned — ANACS. 
VG10 Details. A pair of light but lengthy pinscratches intersect 
on Liberty’s chin, and a second pair intersect on the eagle’s right

4407 1893-S Fine 15 ANACS. Scattered surface marks on each side of 
this pleasing 1893-S dollar are consistent with the assigned grade of 
Fine 15.

A wonderful Choice XF specimen, this 
1893-S Morgan dollar is untoned with light silver-gray surfaces.

The devices are satiny, showing slight 
contrast with the mirrored fields. (#7226)

4411 1893-S AU50 PCGS Secure. The numismatic marketplace shows 
a seemingly insatiable lust for Morgan dollars in general and for the 
1893-S dollar in particular. Examples are in demand in all grades, 
and the future appears every bit as bright as the past has been for 
this issue. A nice AU example such as the present piece seems a 
right-size compromise for many collectors between coins with an 
unacceptable degree of wear and the occasional but pricey Mint 
State specimen that appears now and again.

4412 1893-S AU53 NGC. Among key-date Morgan dollar issues, the 
1893-S has perhaps the most “typical” pattern of circulation. The 
entire issue was released, and though only 100,000 pieces were 
struck, few paid attention to the coins when they were distributed. 
As a result, they circulated freely for a time. Today, the most 
common details grade for the 1893-S issue is VF, a level which the 
present piece clearly exceeds. This is an all-brilliant example that 
still retains some of the original reflectivity in the fields. Generally 
lightly abraded and remarkably well defined in the centers. (#7226) 
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1893-S Morgan Dollar, Lightly Toned MS60 
Important Uncirculated Capstone of the Series 



4413 1893-S MS60 PCGS. The present piece occupies an 
interesting position among the numerous illustrious issues in 
the Morgan dollar series, as one of the lowest-graded possible 
examples of the famous 1893-S — certified in Mint State 
by PCGS. MS60, to be precise. If one were to form a mental 
image of what such a coin might look like, one might guess 
that it had lackluster surfaces pretty much devoid of eye appeal, 
showing no high-point rub but an abundance of scattered 
contact marks, including some quite serious. 

Nothing could be further from the truth where this coin is 
concerned. 

It is true that the surfaces expectedly show a few marks 
which we will note, but they are scattered and minor 
throughout both sides. The strike is quite well-executed 
overall, and the eye appeal is excellent. Starting with the focal 
points of the coin, Liberty’s cheek shows a few faint, straight 
slide marks on the lower chin area, and a small scrape shows 
running diagonally through the ear. A few other tiny ticks in 
the obverse field are barely worthy of notice. The reverse is 
also relatively unabraded, the most obvious signs of contact 
being a small patch of reeding marks in the triangular area 
between the right (facing) olive branch, the arrows, and the 
right wing. The eagle’s breast is free of mentionable abrasions. 

The coloration on both sides is a consistent olive-gold 
color with hints of rose, a captivating appearance that further 
enhances the surfaces. The luster is perhaps a bit subdued, but 
it would not surprise us to see this same coin again one day in 
a higher-grade holder. The importance of this offering, a Mint 
State 1893-S Morgan dollar, will surely not go unnoticed among 
the legions of collectors attempting to assemble complete sets.

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4414 1894 VF25 NGC. The 1894 Morgan dollar boasts one of the 
lowest mintages of the series, and even welbworn examples are 
avidly collected by series specialists. This attractive mid-grade 
specimen retains much original design detail, with pleasing pink 
and silver-gray patina. (#7228) 

4415 1894 VF25 AN ACS. A richly toned midrange example of this 
famous lower-mintage issue. Deep violet and orange influences 
prevail in the areas of lower relief, while lighter grays are present on 
the worn high points. (#7228) 

4416 1894 XF45 PCGS. A Choice XF example of one of the lowest- 
mintage dates in the Morgan dollar series, this lightly abraded 
specimen retains traces of original mint luster under gold and 
silver-gray toning. (#7228) 

4417 1894 AU55 PCGS. This Choice AU Morgan dollar displays well- 
detailed design elements, with just a touch of high-point wear, and 
lustrous surfaces that show only minor, grade-consistent abrasions. 
The 1894 is avidly pursued because of its low mintage. (#7228) 

4418 1894 AU55 PCGS. The eagle’s breast displays light wear but 
considerable bright luster dominates the designs. Minor marks are 
distributed on the obverse, though the reverse is smooth aside from 
a vertical line near the left (facing) wing. An untoned example of 
the business strike Philadelphia key date.(#7228) 

1894 Silver Dollar, MS61 


4419 1894 MS61 PCGS. Several examples of the key 1894 Morgan 
dollar appear in the present sale, providing collectors with an 
opportunity to acquire the best coin for their collection. This MS61

Popular, Low-Mintage Date 


4420 1894 MS62 NGC. The strong suit of the 1894 is its low, low 
mintage of only 110,972 pieces.

4424 1895-0 AU50 NGC. Shades of pale gold, silver-gray, and lavender 
patina enhance the surfaces of this lightly circulated Morgan 
dollar. A light trace of wear shows on the design elements, and 
considerable mint luster is evident beneath the toning. (#7 236) 

4425 1895-0 AU53 NGC. Light blue elements enhance the gray on 
this AU53 example. Lustrous despite light wear and a dig in the 
field to the left of Liberty’s eye.(#7236) 

Attractive AU58 1895-0 Morgan Dollar 
Quality Strike and Luster 


4426 1895-0 AU58 NGC. Only 450,000 Morgan silver dollars were 
coined at the New Orleans Mint in 1895. While production values 
were generally low for this issue, the present coin is an attractive 
specimen, with only the slightest traces of wear on the high points 
of the design. The devices are well-detailed for an 1895-0, as the 
date is noted for its poor strikes. The surfaces are lustrous and free of 
distractions. Wayne Miller has noted that high-grade AU specimens 
of this date are often more attractive than Mint State examples.

4432 1895-S MS64 PCGS. The only commonly available 1895-dated 
Morgan dollar in Mint State, this Choice example is fully brilliant 
and highly attractive with untoned silver surfaces.

4433 1896 MS65 Deep Mirror Proof like PCGS. Delicate blue and gold 
patina graces this amply reflective Philadelphia Morgan dollar.

4434 1896-0 MS62 PCGS. CAC. The 1896-0 issue is highly regarded 
as a condition rarity among New Orleans dollars. The surfaces of 
this impressive MS62 example are blanketed in shades of golden- 
tan and pinkish-gray patina, with some prooflike reflectivity in 
sheltered areas. The design elements are unusually well-detailed for

4430 1895-S AU55 PCGS. A Choice AU specimen of this low-

4451 1904 MS65 PCGS. The 1904 Morgan dollar is an underrated, 
elusive issue in the series, especially in higher grades. This 
delightful Gem exhibits unusually sharp striking details and vibrant 
mint luster. The surfaces are completely blanketed in attractive 
shades of pale green and violet toning. Only 15 coins have been 
certified finer at PCGS (6/12).(#7290) 

4452 1904-S AU58 PCGS. The cartwheel luster is essentially intact, 
but the hair above the ear shows a whisper of friction. A nearly 
untoned example of this conditionally scarce San Francisco issue. 
One hair-thin mark is noted on the cheek. (#7 294) 


1904-S Dollar, MS63 
In-Demand, Late-Date Issue 



4453 1904-S MS63 PCGS. CAC. The 1904-S Morgan dollar is a 
notable late-series conditional rarity within the series as the higher 
Mint State grade are approached. Gems are the finest readily 
obtainable, for a price, even though there are a few finer-graded 
examples around. This bright Select example offers satiny luster 
over surfaces that are mostly untoned, although near-imperceptible 
rose toning deepens around the rim of the obverse.

18 karat gold, 80 mm, 235 
gms (7.556 troy ounces), by Paul Manship. #124 in Paul Manship, 
by Harry Rand. Manship’s medals spanned the years from the early 
1900s through his John F. Kennedy Presidential Inaugural Medal 
of 1961. The Civic Forum Medal was first awarded in bronze in 
1914 to George Goethals of Panama Canal fame; electrical wizard 
Thomas Edison received the medal in 1915; telephone inventor 
Alexander Graham Bell in 1917, and the “great engineer” Herbert 
Hoover in 1920. 

Jean Jules Jusserand (1855-1932) joined the French diplomatic 
service in 1876, serving in Constantinople and other exotic posts 
before arriving in the U.S. in 1902. He was a skilled promoter 
of French interests, and became the friend of every American 
president from Theodore Roosevelt through Calvin Coolidge. 
His closeness to President Woodrow Wilson was a key factor in 
bringing about America’s entry into the First World War in 1917. 
No other French envoy developed the depth of friendship and 
understanding with American leaders as this profound thinker. 
This medal’s importance and value are greatly increased by the 
name Tiffany. This unique gold medal combines artistic beauty and 
historical significance in a single object of surpassing beauty. The 
strike is full, the surfaces are gently matte with only the rounded 
rim showing brilliance. At the top of the rounded rim is an inch' 
long area that shows tooling, indicating removal of something from 
that area; however, this does not impair the overall appearance of 
this important medal.

Rick Snow believes that Judd-179 
was struck in 1858, as part of an extensive series of pattern issues 
produced that year. The reverse die, however, was used on several 
1856 cent die marriages, including S-5, S-6, S-7, and (especially) 
S-9. It is identified by a tiny die scratch on the left ribbon end. 
Struck in copper with a plain edge. The brown surfaces show 
occasional dabs of charcoal over each side. The strike is irregular 
with full definition on the reverse but some softness on the tail

transitional pattern that resembles the designs of the issued 1859 
cent but is dated 1858.

The double eagle was popular and circulated 
well, especially in the West. 

But the diminutive gold dollar had problems. Its small size 
and weight — a 13-mm coin weighing only 1.67 gm, about 
one-eighteenth of a troy ounce — meant it was easily lost. In 
1854 Mint Engraver James B. Longacre attempted a fix via 
a one dollar gold coin that was 1 mm larger in diameter and 
proportionally thinner, but the urge to stereotype the design 
was among the factors that doomed the result. Not only was 
the size increased, but the Indian Princess motif was introduced 
to harmonize with the three dollar gold coin, also introduced 
in 1854. On the one dollar coins, the head of Liberty was 
in relatively high relief for such a tiny coin, with the high 
points in the center obverse in direct opposition to the LL 
in DOLLAR and the 85 in the date on the reverse. Striking 
difficulties were inevitable. The strike on the reverse shows 
the near-universal weakness on the 8 in the date and LL in 
DOLLAR.

Certainly, the coins serve to 
provide a direct link to the historic days of the California Gold 
Rush, and this important issue has many of the qualities of a 
commemorative coin. However, unlike most commemorative 
issues, the 1848 CAL. quarter eagle was not sold at a premium, 
but distributed as a regular-issue coin at face value, like the 
Statehood quarters of recent times. 

Newly acquired, after the Mexican War of 1846, California 
was still under the authority of a military governor when gold 
was discovered at Sutter’s Mill in 1848. The first shipment of 
gold from the newly discovered fields, totaling 230 ounces, 
was dispatched on December 9, 1848 by Col. R.B. Mason to 
Secretary of War William A. Marcy. Marcy delivered the bullion 
to the Philadelphia Mint, where 1,389 quarter eagles were struck 
and counterstamped with the initials CAL. to commemorate 
the important events transpiring in the faraway gold fields. 

Collectors have prized the 1848 CAL. quarter eagle since 
the earliest days of the hobby, and a specimen was sold in the 
Dr. Lewis Roper Sale (Moses Thomas & Sons, 2/1851), which 
most numismatists agree was the first all-coin auction held 
in this country. Recent auction sales include the magnificent 
MS68 ★ NGC specimen in lot 3419 of the FUN Signature 
(Heritage, 1/2006), which realized $402,500. 

The present coin is an attractive near-Mint specimen, with 
well-detailed design elements that show just a touch of softness 
on Liberty’s curls and the eagle’s head. A few minor contact 
marks are present, none worthy of individual mention. The 
pleasing greenish-gold fields show distinct traces of prooflike 
reflectivity in many areas around the devices. This coin is 
included in Garrett and Guth’s 100 Greatest U.S. Coins.

The New Orleans Mint, 
in its antebellum heyday, struck only 21,100 examples of the 1856-

favor of the half eagle and (after 1849) the double eagle throughout 
much of its history. San Francisco, in only its third year of operation, 
also struck 1856-S quarter eagles for the first time since opening, 
and managed to best New Orleans by a margin of more than 3 to 
1. Whether these comparative mintages were an early sign of the 
increasing decrepitude that would overtake the Southern mint by 
the early 20th century, or merely an indication of the continuation 
of the hard-money tradition of the Old West that began a few years 
earlier with the Gold Rush of 1849, is not readily known today. 
Nonetheless, 1856-0 quarter eagles are quite elusive in Mint State;

The very availability of the remainder of 
the quarter eagle issues makes the 191 I'D especially desirable, as 
the only noteworthy obstacle to completing the entire set. This 
issue is especially rare and valuable in MS64 and better grades. 
The importance of a piece such as this one is its ability to match 
with other pieces in a complete collection. As mentioned, the 
other issues are relatively easy to acquire in, say, MS64 condition. 
However, an MS64 1911-D requires a significant outlay of cash 
in order to maintain uniformity of a set. This is an especially 
attractive example that displays thick mint frost over each side and 
pronounced reddish-gold color. There are no noticeable marks on 
either side and the strike is strong throughout with unusually bold 
definition on the mintmark. (#7943) 


4773 1912 MS63 NGC. CAC. A beautiful caramel-gold representative 
that boasts coruscating luster and an even strike. Marks are 
essentially absent except for a couple of faint lines near the chin. 
Housed in a former generation holder. (#7944) 


MS64 1912 Quarter Eagle 
Pale Reddish-Gold Color 



4774 1912 MS64 NGC. Pale reddish-gold color complements excellent 
but subtle luster on this relatively unmarked near-Gem. The 
Indian’s cheek is unmarked, and only a few tiny field scrapes make 
this piece appealing and seemingly high-end for the assigned grade. 
The population thins out markedly at the Gem level, where NGC 
has seen only 60 submissions less duplicates (6/12). (#7944) 

1912 Indian Quarter Eagle, MS64 
Underrated Early Series Issue 


4775 1912 MS64 NGC. The 1912 Indian quarter eagle is the fourth 
rarest issue of the series, in both absolute terms and number of 
high-grade specimens known. This attractive Choice example 
displays sharply detailed design elements and lustrous green and 
rose-gold surfaces. No mentionable distractions are noted. (#7944) 


4776 1912 MS64 PCGS. The 1912 Indian quarter eagle is a better date 
in the series, especially in high grade. This sharply detailed Choice 
example displays lustrous orange-gold surfaces, with highlights of 

lilac.(#7944) 

4777 1914 MS62 NGC. Faint hairlines and trivial marks appear on each 
side of this satiny Mint State 1914 quarter eagle. Typical examples 
seen today are circulated, or in the lowest Mint State grades, with 
an average certified grade of just MS60.(#7946) 


1914 Indian Quarter Eagle, MS63 
Second-Rarest Series Issue Behind 1911-D 



4778 1914 MS63 NGC. Because it is a P-mint many collectors overlook 
the 1914 quarter eagle, which is the second-rarest Indian Head 
overall and among the rarest in high grades as well. This Select 
example shows deep, dazzling reddish patina with hazel accents in 
the recesses, splendid eye appeal. The Indian’s cheek and obverse 
field show only a few tiny marks, and a planchet indent appears 
above the headdress in the field below RT, perhaps Mint-made,

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Choice 1914 Indian Two and a Half 
Colorful, Original Surfaces 



4779 1914 MS64 NGC. From a mintage of 240,000 pieces, the 1914 
Indian quarter eagle is the second-scarcest date of the series. This 
well-detailed Choice example displays pleasing greenish-gold 
surfaces, with orange and lilac highlights and vibrant mint luster. 
Few signs of contact are evident, unusual for this issue, which is 
often seen with scattered abrasions. (#7946) 

4780 1914-D MS63 PCGS. Wispy bluish toning appears on the frosty 
yellow-gold surfaces of this sharply defined Select Mint State 
Denver quarter eagle.(#7947) 

4781 1914-D MS63 PCGS. CAC. Distinctive rims are a characteristic 
of all 1914-D quarter eagles, easing authentication. This Select 
Mint State piece has brilliant yellow surfaces and sharp design 
elements with frosty luster. (#7947)

Elusive in Finer Grades 



4782 1914-D MS64 NGC. This highly lustrous Choice Mint State 
Denver quarter eagle, one of only three Indian quarter eagles issued 
at that Mint, exhibits brilliant and frosty yellow-gold surfaces and 
bold design motifs. NGC and PCGS have each certified 40 finer 
examples of this issue (6/12). (#7947) 


Near Gem 1914-D Quarter Eagle 
Rarest Series Issue in Gem Condition 



4783 1914-D MS64 PCGS. Michael Fuljenz ranks the 1914-D quarter 
eagle third-rarest overall in his recently published reference on 
Indian Head gold coins, calling it the rarest at the Gem level. This 
near-Gem shows deep orange-red color with excellent luster and 
only a few tiny marks, mostly confined to the reverse, that preclude 
the coveted Gem level. PCGS has seen only 32 submissions in 64+

Seldom Seen in Gem Grade 



4784 1914-D MS64 NGC. CAC. The 1914-D quarter eagle is available 
at the near-Gem level but seldom seen finer, making it one of the 
scarcest overall members of the series in high grade. This MS64 
piece shows ample luster over attractive orange-gold surfaces with a 
bold strike. Some minor planchet roughness and a few small marks,

This is what an MS64 should look 
like, with frosty light yellow surfaces, splashes of deeper yellow

A sharply detailed Choice example 
of this popular type issue, with pale rose-gold surfaces that radiate 
frosty mint luster.

This high-end Choice specimen 
is an excellent balance of quality and value in an issue that can 
be easily located in lower Mint State grades, but is conditionally 
rare in grades above the Gem level.

An exceptional near-Gem, this 
final year of issue Indian quarter eagle exhibits sharp details and 
frosty yellow luster with a few small copper spots on the reverse.

4794 1914 PR67 NGC. The 1914 proof quarter eagle has a significantly 
lower mintage compared to the year before; only 117 proofs were 
produced, against 165 for the 1913 coins.

“The Philadelphia Mint again revised the matte Proof pro¬ 
cess for 1914 quarter eagles, using a darker, coarser sand¬ 
blast finish than seen on the 1912 to 1913 issues. The 
microscopic facets are larger than seen in prior years, and 
thus the reflectivity is less noticeable.” 

The prevailing coloration on this PR67 specimen is greenish- 
tinged yellow-gold, enhancing fine-grained surfaces that exhibit 
no noticeable contact marks. The surfaces are not perfect, but their 
only imperfection lies in a Mint-made flaw: On the right side of the 
reverse, through the TR in TRUST, one can detect a curious, raised 
diagonal planchet lamination into the right field below, an unusual 
feature on a proof gold coin.

4796 1854-0 AU53 NGC. Variety 2. The lapped die state of this 
desirable issue, the only New Orleans emission of the three 
dollar denomination. Just 24,000 pieces were struck, though a 
number appear to have been saved despite the high face value. 
Most survivors are in XF and AU grades. The present wheat-gold 
example is generally smooth with a few wispy marks near the 
date and the occasional mint-made obverse strike-though on the

4797 1855 MS61 NGC. The surfaces are antique-gold with lots of 
original appeal and strictly no trace of rub, and it is perhaps only 
the somewhat muted luster and a few light field hairlines that 
preclude a higher Mint State grade. The mintage of the 1855 three 
was only a fraction that of the 1854, about 40% as many. (#7972) 
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1855 Three Dollar Gold, MS62 
Generous Luster on Yellow-Gold Surfaces 


4798 1855 MS62 NGC. Generous luster proceeds from yellow-gold 
surfaces on each side of this nicely preserved MS62 1855 three 
dollar gold. The reflective fields are faintly prooflike, and it takes a 
loupe to reveal the scattering of minor marks, mostly on the reverse, 
that preclude an even finer grade. Census: 62 in 62, 57 finer (6/12).

4799 1856-S XF45 NGC, Small S. The 1856-S three dollar issue, at 
34,500 pieces, was by far the largest of the few S-mint productions 
in the series, leaving it a popular choice for mintmark type 
collectors. This Choice XF example boasts sharp eye appeal over 
lightly abraded yellow-gold surfaces with some semiprooflike 
reflectivity around the peripheral devices. The reverse is noticeably 
rotated, about 30 degrees counterclockwise.(#7975) 

Choice AU 1856-S Three Dollar 
Better Small S Mintmark 


4800 1856-S AU55 NGC. Ex: South Texas Collection. Small S, and 
scarce as such. The present lightly circulated San Francisco three 
has bright luster across the legends, wreath, and headdress. The 
sun-gold surfaces are unmarked aside from wispy abrasions near 
DOLLARS. Wear is evident on the high points of Liberty’s curls. 
(#7975) 


Near-Mint 1856-S Three Dollar 


4801 1856-S AU58 PCGS. Medium S. Minor rub on Liberty’s hair 
confirms a brief encounter with Old West commerce. Minimally 
abraded except for faint marks on the lower reverse. San Francisco 
threes are scarcer than their Philadelphia Mint cousins. Population: 
32 in 58, 10 finer (6/12). (#7975) 


Choice AU 1857-S Three Dollar 
Heavily Circulated Issue 



4802 1857-S AU55 NGC. Just 14,000 three dollar gold pieces were 
struck in San Francisco in 1857, but even those odd-denomination 
pieces saw heavy use in the West Coast economy. This Choice AU 
example is among the fortunate few to show little wear. A strong 
peach overtone enriches still-lustrous yellow surfaces. Census: 31 in

4803 1859 AU55 NGC. This orange-gold pre-Civil War three dollar 
should see much bidder interest, with most of its luster remaining 
over orange-gold surfaces that show few marks of any import. A 
nice coin for the grade. (#7979) 

4804 1860 — Obverse Rim Damage — NGC Details. Unc. A sharp 
but small scrape has damaged the very edge of the coin, past the 
dentils and biting slightly into the edge-reeding at 3:30 on the 
obverse, and the scrape extends through the dentils and into RIC 
on the obverse. The central reverse is hairlined. Some charcoal- 
gray patina appears mostly on the reverse, but otherwise this coin 
is yellow-gold with good mint luster and the appearance of a mid- 
Mint State three. Personal inspection is recommended on this 
piece. 

1860 Three Dollar Gold Piece, MS62 
Only 7,036 Pieces Minted 


4805 1860 MS62 PCGS. With the solitary exception of 1858, all 
Philadelphia Mint three dollar gold pieces from the 1850s had 
mintages greater than 15,000 coins. Beginning in 1860, and 
continuing through the end of the series in 1889, only two 
Philadelphia issues had mintages greater than half that amount. 
The 7,036 coin mintage in 1860 was the largest of all those issues 
through 1889, excepting 1874 and 1878. This lovely piece has 
brilliant yellow luster with frosty surfaces and trivial marks. The 
design definition is bold, save for the ribbon bow on the reverse.

4807 1865 AU55 PCGS. At the end of the Civil War, the Philadelphia 
Mint produced a mere 1,140 business strikes of the 1865 three, 
and examples are rare in all grades.

4808 1866 XF45 NGC. A low mintage issue, the 1866 three dollar gold 
piece has a production of just 4,000 business strikes.

4809 1868 AU55 NGC. Only 4,850 business strikes were produced, 
with this piece typical of survivors, the issue having an average 
certified grade of 56.

4811 1874 MS63 PCGS. Beautiful eye appeal is the result of canary- 
yellow surfaces with reflective prooflike fields. A loupe reveals a 
few minor ticks and some planchet roughness, as made, neither of 
which detracts significantly from the strong appeal. The 1874 three 
dollar is a choice of many type collectors as one of the three largest 
mintages of the series. (#7998) 

4812 1878 AU58 NGC. The 1878 three dollar gold piece is one of 
the most available dates of the series, and a favorite choice of 
type collectors. This lightly circulated example displays well- 
detailed design elements with lustrous greenish-gold surfaces.

4813 1878 MS64 PCGS. The 1878 three dollar is the last of the Big 
Three type issues within the series, produced in the generous 
amount of 82,304 business strikes. Deep, mellow orange-gold 
coloration is the hallmark of this MS64 example, with a paucity of 
marks, large or small, and thorough luster. (#8000) 
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1878 Three Dollar Gold Piece, MS65 
Excellent Type Candidate 



4814 1878 MS65 PCGS. CAC. The second highest mintage in the 
entire three dollar gold series from 1854 to 1889 occurred in 1878, 
when 82,304 business strikes were coined. Only 10 issues had 
mintages of more than 10,000 coins, illustrating the rarity of the 
denomination. This lustrous example is one of just 250 pieces that 
PCGS has certified in MS65 or finer grades, including only 70 
higher grade pieces (6/12). 

Both sides are fully lustrous with radiant mint frost and brilliant 
yellow surfaces showing a hint of orange toning near the borders 
and light green in the fields. The strike is a trifle weak on the 
ribbon bow, but all other details are strong. A highly attractive 
example for an advanced collection or type set. (#8000) 


Premium Gem 1878 Three Dollar 
Only Four Numerically Finer Coins at PCGS 



4815 1878 MS66 PCGS. The 1878 three dollar, sporting a generous 
mintage exceeding 82,000 circulation strikes, is the most common 
date of the series. Even Gem examples can be located without too 
much difficulty. The certified population drops significantly at the 
Premium Gem level, however, and higher-grade specimens are 
extremely elusive. 

The present MS66 coin displays rich, even reddish patination 
over both sides and is well-struck. It exhibits the finish peculiar 
to three dollar gold pieces with a mixture of cartwheel luster and 
semiprooflike reflectivity. Refreshingly free from abrasions, as 
expected for the grade. An excellent example for a high-grade type 
collection.

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4816 1879 AU53 PCGS. Only 3,000 three dollar gold pieces were struck 
in 1879, and some of them may have been melted at the Mint in 
later years.

Only 3,000 Pieces Struck 


4817 1879 MS63 PCGS. The mintage of three dollar gold coins in 1879 
was limited to just 3,000 business-strikes and 30 proofs. Fortunately, 
a number of Mint State specimens were saved, and the date is not 
extremely difficult to locate in high grade. This well-detailed Select 
specimen displays prooflike greenish-gold surfaces. (#8001)

Low-Mintage Date With Prooflike Surfaces 


4818 1879 MS63+ PCGS. CAC. Only 3,000 three dollar gold pieces 
were struck in 1879, as the Mint realized there was no commercial 
demand for this odd denomination. It is likely that some of the 
mintage was never distributed and was destroyed in later years. This 
high-end Select specimen exhibits well-detailed design elements

1880 Three Dollar, MS64 
Always-Popular Date, Only 1,000 Minted 



4819 1880 MS64 PCGS. CAC. The 1880 is one of the scarcest and 
most highly sought after dates in the three dollar series. Only 1,000 
pieces were struck for circulation, but a substantial number are 
known today as contemporary collectors and the general public 
recognized the absolute rarity of a coin with a mintage this low. 
This piece does not have the often-seen deeply mirrored fields that 
resemble a proof. Instead it looks like many other well-preserved 
threes with a combination of bright, semiprooflikeness in the fields 
and cartwheel luster. Each side has beautiful mint luster with a 
significant presence of reddish patina and occasional streaks of lilac. 
The only mark of note is in the obverse field below the O in OF.

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4820 1882 XF45 NGC. CAC. Wispy bluish toning appears on the light 
yellow surfaces of this Choice XF. Low mintage issues such as the

Only 1,500 Pieces Minted 


4821 1882 AU53 PCGS. Despite a low mintage, the 1882 is a rather 
common issue today, as few actually entered circulation. However, 
this issue is certainly scarcer than many others, and examples are 
infrequently encountered. A couple dull scratches appear on each 
side, but the surfaces retain considerable light yellow luster with 
satiny fields. (#8004)

4822 1882 MS63 PCGS. PCGS does not use the Prooflike designation 
on business strike gold, or else the present coin would undoubtedly 
be certified as such. The fields are mirrored and void of bagmarks, 
though we know the coin was struck from commercial dies, since 
the 2 is widely repunched, unlike on the rare proofs. Sharply struck 
and very scarce in unquestioned Mint State.

Immaculate Preservation, Abundant Appeal 


4823 1882 MS66 PCGS. CAC. Premium Gem three dollar gold pieces of 
any stripe are conditionally rare, regardless of date. This 1882 three 
in MS66 is one of a string of low-mintage dates from 1879-1889 
that concluded the series — 1,500 business strikes, in this case. If 
one examines the PCGS Population Report, that service has certified 
164 submissions of the three dollar gold denomination in MS66, 
including all dates and mintmarks. Several dozen of those are the 
common 1878 issue, without which the number in MS66 of all dates 
shrinks to 103 submissions (and including duplicates). For the 1882 
specifically, this piece, certified in a PCGS green-label holder, is one 
of three submissions in MS66, with two finer in MS67 (5/12). 

The surfaces are deep reddish-orange with faint traces of 
lilac, sharply struck and ultimately pleasing, displaying complete, 
engaging mint luster on both sides and nothing other than 
immaculate preservation and abundant eye appeal. As with all 
known circulation strikes of this date, the present example shows 
vestiges of an earlier 2 above the subsequent, correctly aligned 
2. This coin bears serious consideration for a fine gold type set.

Bright Semiprooflike Fields 



4824 1884 MS62 NGC. CAC. As expected from an issue with such a 
low mintage, the fields are bright and reflective. Business strikes 
of this date can be differentiated from proofs by the presence of 
a short spine in the denticles above the AT in STATES. A few 
small abrasions are scattered over each side, but none are worth 
individual mention. (#8006) 


Choice 1884 Three Dollar Gold 
Rare Low-Mintage Date 



4825 1884 MS64 PCGS. The 1884 three dollar gold coin boasts a tiny 
mintage of only 1,000 pieces, all delivered on December 13, 1884. 
There was little demand for the coins, other than as Christmas 
gifts, and it is likely that some examples were melted at a later date. 
Harry Bass considered the 1884 the rarest business-strike date of 
the series in terms of total number of pieces known, but a few dates 
are more difficult to locate in high grade. 

The present coin is a well-detailed Choice specimen, with 
copper-gold surfaces that show only minor signs of contact. The 
fields display prooflike reflectivity in most areas. Housed in a green 
label holder.

1887 Three Dollar, MS63 
Highly Lustrous, Colorful Surfaces 


4826 1887 MS63 PCGS. Near the end of the series, mintages dwindled 
down to nearly nothing. For example, just 6,000 business strikes 
were produced in 1887, and that was actually the highest annual 
production from 1879 to 1889. This example has light yellow 
luster and above average design definition, with lovely pale orange 
peripheral toning. (#8009) 


1888 Three Dollar, Semiprooflike MS61 + 


4827 1888 MS61+ NGC. Numerous wispy abrasions and a few small 
digs affect this three dollar gold piece from the denomination’s 
penultimate issue, yet the overall preservation and eye appeal are 
better than a “flat” MS61 coin. Softly struck but with prominently 
reflective fields that are pale yellow-gold. (#8010) 

Select 1888 Three Dollar Gold 
Strong Mint Luster and Visual Appeal 


4828 1888 MS63 NGC. The 1888 three dollar gold piece is easier to 
locate than its small mintage of just 5,000 pieces would suggest. 
Fortunately for present-day numismatists, turn-of-the-century 
collector George Earle preserved many three dollar coins that he 
found in banking channels. This attractive Select example is well- 
detailed and brightly lustrous, with outstanding eye appeal. (#8010)

4829 1888 MS64 PCGS. The 1888 three dollar gold piece is one 
of the more available dates of the late series, despite its small 
mintage of 5,000 pieces. Coin dealers like J.W. Scott purchased 
many examples from the Mint, and sold them to collectors for 
many years.

4833 1799 Small Stars Reverse MS62 NGC. Breen-6435, BD-4, 

R.7. Both dies are perfect with no lapping, clash marks, or die 
cracks, apparently as always, and the reflective fields suggest an 
early strike from newly prepared dies. In Early U.S. Gold Coin 
Varieties, A Study of Die States 1795-1834, John Dannreuther 
described two die states, perfect or with reverse clash marks. 
He further suggested that a terminal die state with later reverse 
die damage should exist. Indeed such a coin does exist, as an 
example of BD-4 with two retained cuds on the reverse appeared 
as lot 2260 in the Bowers and Merena March 2003 auction. 

Only 10 to 12 examples of this variety are known, according 
to Dannreuther, although the cataloger believes that fewer pieces 
actually exist, finding just eight auction records over the past 30 
years, including an earlier appearance of the present specimen. 
Since the 1993 beginning of our Permanent Auction Archives, 
we have offered 46 1799 half eagles of all varieties and grades, 
and this is the first appearance of BD-4 in any of our sales. 

When this piece was handled in 1989, at the same time 
that the first Bass gold sale was being prepared, and with both 
Bass specimens available for side-by-side study, the present 
cataloger wrote: “This is apparently a very rare variety with 
most examples well circulated. In fact, this example, which is 
nicer than either in the Harry W. Bass, Jr. Collection, may be 
finest known for the die marriage.” 

The possible status as finest known of the variety remains 
unchanged. Minor surface abrasions are confined to the open 
areas of the obverse and reverse fields. The brilliant green- 
gold surfaces and reflective fields of this lovely specimen host 
delicate splashes of pale orange toning. The present offering 
represents an incredible opportunity for the advanced early half 
eagle specialist.

The first-year 
Bust Left obverse is the same for the rare BD-7 and the far more 
available BD-8. The reverse for the BD-8 shows the flag of the 5 in 
the denomination slightly left of the fletchings. 

It is the very commonness of this variety and its status as a 
first-year coin design that make it so important for type collectors, 
and seldom seen in so fine a grade. When John (Johann Matthias) 
Reich joined the Mint as assistant engraver in 1807, he was tasked 
with redesigning American coinage — a slap in the face of the 
enfeebled chief engraver, Robert Scot. Reich turned first to the 
workhorse gold and silver denominations of U.S. commerce, the 
half eagle and half dollar, respectively. This near-Gem boasts 
exemplary orange-gold surfaces with greenish tinges near the rims. 
There are no overt marks, although a few planchet adjustment 
marks appear through Liberty’s profile and at the lower left obverse 
rim, and correspondingly at the upper left reverse to a far lesser 
degree.

Numismatists who specialize in early 
U.S. gold probably realize it, but others may not — the Small/Large 
Date and Small/Large/Tall 5 half eagles dated 1810 do not form a 
neat, nifty little 2x2 matrix, hence the Tall 5 appellation as the odd 
man out. In reality, BD-1 1810 Small Date, Tall 5 is a die pairing 
that is unique to 1810, although the reverse would be reused in 
1811. The BD-2 half eagles of 1810 combine a different Small Date 
obverse with a Small 5 reverse, and the BD-3 and BD-4, respectively, 
combine a third 1810 obverse of the Large Date style with Small 5 
and Large 5 reverses. (In other words, in BD shorthand, these four 
die pairings are 1-A, 2-B, 3-B, and 3-C for BD-1 through BD-4.) 

This frosty orange-gold near-Gem shows few overt mark on 
either side. A thin scrape runs under Liberty’s eye to her cap, and a 
small copper spot appears at star 6. Planchet adjustment marks are 
confined to the reverse rim and scarcely visible within the shield, 
none on the obverse. The Tall 5 variety is easily recognized by 
the three shortened dentils beneath the number, where the punch 
actually struck the dentils, as John Dannreuther points out. The 
reverse die was reusable for 1811, even in spite of the cracks and die 
lumps that had formed.

4907 1881-S MS64 PCGS. This well-detailed Choice specimen displays 
intense mint luster on the well-preserved surfaces. A few roller 
marks on Liberty’s neck are the only flaws of note. Housed in a 
green label holder.

4908 1881-S MS64 PCGS. CAC. This orange-gold near-Gem is sharply 
struck and features an exceptionally well preserved obverse. Minor 
marks on the reverse field are all that preclude an even higher grade.

Unabraded aside from 
a graze above the arrowheads and an impression of a star on the 
reverse at 1 o’clock. Faint roller marks (as made) are at the obverse 
center and tiny strike-throughs (as coined) are on the right obverse

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Gem Mint State 1890-CC Half Eagle 
Old West Type Coin Extraordinaire 



4918 1890-CC MS65 NGC. With a decent mintage by Carson City 
gold standards (53,800 pieces) and a relatively sizable Mint State 
population, the 1890-CC half eagle is a favorite of Old West type 
collectors.

4945 1867 PR63 Cameo NGC. Just 50 proof half eagles were coined in 
1867, along with only 6,870 business strikes. Survivors are rare in 
any grade, proof or Mint State. NGC has only certified six proofs 
in all grades, and only 58 business strikes. That small number of 
certified pieces provides a good indication of the 1867 half eagle 
rarity. The finest NGC submissions grade PR65 and MS61. 

Light cameo contrast is evident on each side with moderately 
mirrored fields and lustrous devices, showing only a few minor contact 
marks on each side.

Only 34,200 half eagles were produced, the first and 
last such O-mint coins bearing Bela Lyon Pratt’s sunken-relief 
design. The 1909-0 half eagle is the key date to its series and a true 
transition-point between the old 19th century spirit of the Mint 
and the new.

It 
would make an excellent inclusion in an otherwise Mint State set.

In Philadelphia and San Francisco, the 
mints were producing the shiny first-year examples of the new 
Lincoln cent — but the 1909-0 half eagle would be the first gold 
coin issue New Orleans had made since the Liberty Head eagle 
of 1894.

4974 1909 PR66+ PCGS. CAC. After the first year of the matte 
finish proved so unpopular with collectors, the Mint switched 
to what we know today as the “Roman Finish” style of proofing 
for gold coins. This method did not involve treating the 
planchets, as with the previous matte finish. Rather, proofs 
were struck on unprepared planchets. The striking pressure 
imparted a natural brightness to the limited production runs of 
proof gold. In the case of the 1909 only 78 proofs were struck, 
and of that number it is estimated that perhaps 30 or so pieces 
are extant today in all grades. 

The surfaces are bright and show a surprising green-gold tint, 
rather than expected yellow-gold. Just around the margins on 
each side there is a light, but still noticeable accent of reddish 
patina. The surfaces are unmarked as far as we can see, with 
one exception: A shallow, irregularly shaped planchet flake 
is seen in the reverse field just above the eagle’s tail feathers. 
This identifier greatly simplifies tracing the pedigree of this 
important coin. Finer pieces are known, but not many. Each 
of the major services show only seven pieces in PR66 with 
a combined 10 pieces finer, one at PCGS and nine at NGC 
(6/12). Collectors have slowly begun to realize the absolute 
rarity of this two-year proofing process.

Close inspection reveals 
light traces of adjustment marks on the obverse peripheries, but no 
large or distracting contact marks.

Saint-Gaudens made this observation when he returned to Paris 
in 1886. His father was born in France, he attended the Ecole 
des Beaux-Arts, and spoke fluent French. But his professional 
life had been consumed by the design and completion of one 
after another monumental sculptural works of particularly 
American subjects. When President Roosevelt tapped Saint- 
Gaudens to partially redesign America’s coinage, the sculptor 
had one foot firmly planted in European artistic heritage and 
the other in the newness and vibrancy of the American century 
that dawned in 1900. This twofold influence is best exemplified 
by the High Relief double eagle of 1907. Clearly influenced 
by the Nike of Samothrace on exhibit in the Louvre, Saint- 
Gaudens took this Classical Greek statue and remodeled it into 
the Liberty that precedes General Sherman, now seen at the 
entrance to Central Park. He used this same figural element 
and Old World/New World dichotomy to create the design of 
the double eagle. Liberty strides boldly forward into the dawn of 
a new era with the sun rising behind her. 

This is a magnificently preserved example of what is 
undoubtedly the best-designed and most attractive coin ever 
struck. The glowing, yellow-gold, satiny surfaces show no 
contact marks on the obverse, and on the reverse there is only 
a small cluster on the sun. The wire rim is almost complete 
around each side. Exceptional quality. Census: 25 in 66, 8 finer

Just a Trace of the Wire Rim Shows

Auctioneer and Auction: 

1. This Auction is presented by Heritage Auctions, a d/b/a/ of Heritage Auctioneers & Galleries, Inc., 
or Heritage Auctions, Inc., or Heritage Numismatic Auctions, Inc., or Heritage Vintage Sports 
Auctions, Inc., or Currency Auctions of America, Inc., as identified with the applicable licensing 
information on the title page of the catalog or on the HA.com Internet site (the “Auctioneer”). The 
Auction is conducted under these Terms and Conditions of Auction and applicable state and local 
law. Announcements and corrections from the podium and those made through the Terms and 
Conditions of Auctions appearing on the Internet at HA.com supersede those in the printed catalog. 

Buyer’s Premium: 

2. All bids are subject to a Buyers Premium which is in addition to the placed successful bid: 

• Fifteen percent (15%) on, Currency, US Coin, and World & Ancient Coin Auctions Lots. Beginning

12. If Auctioneer calls for a full increment, a bidder may request Auctioneer to accept a bid at half 
of the increment (“Cut Bid”) only once per lot.
